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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not persuasive. For example, 
Applicants remark that that Sasaki fails to disclose displaying a request to send data screen for selecting whether to or not to permit the 
transmission of stored owner information when the transmission of the owner informaiton is selected on the request to send data screen". 

Examiner does not agree. The combination of Sasaki and Morrill teaches the recitation above. Sasaki dislcoses a networked-linked 
electronic ticket system which comprises a mobile user terimanl having a function of pruhcaisng using an electronic ticket, a gate trerminal 
for performing automatic ticket checking of an electronic ticket, a service server for issuing a ticket, an information server for providing 
information for the mobile user terminal, a digital public netowrk for providing data transmission paths on the network, and a radio telephone 
base station for connecting the mobiel user terminal to the digital public network (col. 4, linr 65- col. 5, line 7). The mobile user termimal 
has an ID transmission mode (col. 7, lines 57-60). The ID transmission mode is a mode for transmitting ID information stored in the mobile 
user terminal (col. 8, lines 16-18). The ID transmission mode inlcudes a transmission button which the user can press in order to transmit 
the ID inofmraiton sotred in the mobile user terminal. (Col. 8, lines 44-50) The Examiner then turns to Morrill to teach the displaying a 
request to send data screen for selecting whether to or not to permit the transmission of stored owner information when the transmission of 
the owner informaiton is selected on the request to send data screen. Morrill teaches the user of cellular telephones to conduct transaction 
and activities (abstract). The cellular phone functions as an electronic wallet (col. 2, lines 33-34) and includes an LED screen (col. 2, lines 
43-44) for displaying purposes. Examiner notes that an electronic wallet is an encrypted storage medium holding user's credit card and 
other financial information that can be used to complete electronic transactions. Morrill further teaches a transaction, wherein the CPU 
prompts the user with the cellular telephone to enter an amount and presses "Send". Furthermore, an account code is also entered by the 
user in order to process the transaction and the user also presses "Send". (Col. 2, lines 45-59) 

Such cellular telephone of Morrill functioning as an electronic wallet; cellular telephone includes an LED screen; the transaction, where the 
CPU prompts the user to enter an amount and presses "Send"; and account code is also entered by the user to process the transaction 
and user presses "Send" are considered disclose "displaying a request to send data screen for selecting whether to or not to permit the 
transmission of stored owner information when the transmission of the owner informaiton is selected on the request to send data screen". 
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
